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1. A method for selling a purse witl an inside comprising: 
a. displaying a set of screens to get information on purchaser and to 



describe the purse; and, 

b. displaying a second set of screens which allows the individual to 
choose the style, size and design of me exterior of the purse; and, 

c. displaying a third set of screens which allows an individual to 
choose different containers that attach to the outside of the purse; and, 

d. displaying a fourth set/of screens that show the liner which 



Cn attaches to the inside of said purse; and, 
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e. displaying a fifth set/of screens that allows an individual to choose 
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between several pouches that can be attached to said liner with a method 
for an individual to choose/which pouches he wishes to be attach to the 



liner; and, 



f. displaying a fifth set of screens that allow the individual to 
purchase the purse over/the Internet. 



2. A method for selling a purse with an inside as in claim 1 wherein: 
a. the pouches are releasably attachable to the liner 
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3. A method for selling a purse with an inside as in claim 1 wherein: 
a. the liner is releasably attachable to the inside of the purse.
